Washington, Nov. 23.—The United 


States consul at Managua has been 
threatened by President Zelaya and he

and It is reported that President Ze- 
laya will retire and possibly attempt w 
escape the country. 


Anarchy It is said may ensue. Per- 


sistent rumors from various quarters 
indicate that Idas may succeed Ze- 
laya as president of Nicaragua. 


Capture of Americana. 


The first tele-gram dated Manaugua 


states that LeRoy Cannon was cap- 
tured on Oct. 21 and Leonard Groce on 
Nov. 
2. They were executed Nov. 12 


and no news reached the department 
of the execution until the 17th. Mem- 
bers of the Red Cross arriving from 
Castillo state that Cannon and Groce 
were captured after a battle 
while 


they were lost In the banks of the San 
Juan river and that the captain of a 
ship called them, 
promising not to 


harm them. 


These allegations were in part con- 


firmed by the Nicaraguan press, which 
stated that the execution was for an 
attempt to blow up steamers. The ex-

Steveiist<i and Amelia liollalre. 


These men, who reside In Boston, 


ivcrc Indicted in tho United States 
district court on the charge of aiding 
in thu immigration of aliens who weru 
under contract tn labor In this coun- 
try. 
The court <-fouml that while th? 


law made a misdemeanor ot the of- 
fense it did not provldo for any pun- 
ishment of it except by recovery for 
damages through a civil suit. 
Hold- 


ing that a civil action would be ex- 
clusive of any other proceedings th; 
court dismissed the -case. 
The gov- 


ernment appealed 
to 
the supreme 


court with the result that it succeed- 
ed In obtaining a reversal of the de- 
cision of the lower courts. The opin- 
ion vvas by Justice Day. 


Copyright Decision. 


In an opinion by Justice Day tho 


supreme court affirmed the decision ot 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the seventh circuit in the 
case of Isaac .Ciliga vs. the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, in which Caliga brought 
suit to recover damages by reason 
of the paper's alleged violation of tho 
copyright of a painting by Caliga. 
known as the "Guardian Angel." 


Justice Day-said in the course of his 


opinion that a second copyright could 
not be permitted under the law any 
more than a second patent could be. 


•The supreme court also affirmed the 


decision of the United States court for 
the district of Minnesota, restraining 
the enforcement of the order of the in- 
terstate commerce commission reduc- 
ing from two dollars to one dollar per 
car terminal charges on live- stock on 
the railroads entering Chicago.

platform and his acceptance of "crowns 
of flowers placed upon his head by In- 
nocent women and 
children," before 


submitting his field records to scientific 
examination, all conspire to his dis- 
credit. 


Dlaiects Cook's Story. 


Mr. Wellman attacks first Cook's 


story of his journey. He points out 
that the flr.at thing to be done in ad- 
vancing over the Ice fields Is to reduce 
to the minimum the food and fuel to 
he carried, and that the second is to 
organize supporting parties that can 
be sent back from the dwindling main 
body, until the few who are hardiest 
enter on the final struggle to the goal. 


Basing his 
argument mainly on 


these principles, Mr. Wellman takes 
up 
a 
comparison 
of the reputed 


achievements of Peary and Cook. He 
quotes from the records to show that 
the former took his ship to within 400 
miles of the pole, advancing supplies 
and his party forty-seven miles closer 
during the autumn and spring. Cook, 
he points, out, started from Annotolc, 
700 geographical miles from the pole, 
and went 170 geographical miles west- 
ward before turning 
northward, ac- 


cording to-his own story. 
'. Peary, Wellman continues, mapped 
out his plans carefully for the advance 
and.started with fifty or sixty men, 
140 dogs and twenty-one sledges. 
He 


divided his party so that he had four 
supporting parties, who kept open the 
back trail. 


Dr. Cook had no supporting party, 


says Wellman, except for the first three 
days. 
His party consisted of 
three 


men, twenty^Sfx dogs and two sledges 
in the long dash he eays he made. 


"Physically Impossible." 


"That which ha claims to have done," 


declares Mr. Wellman, referring - to 
Cook, "with his equipment and organ- 
ization was physically impossible. It 
IB beyond human power." 
Later in 


his statement he adds: "The laws of 
physics and o£ mechanical forces can 
no more be defied and Ignored in th(> 
arctic regions than elsewhere, save in 
the imagination." 


Mr. Wellman is especially caustic In 


his criticism of Dr. Cook for not turn- 
Ing over the records of his trip Imme- 
diately to some scientific body, espe- 
cially when his story was questioned 
by critics. This he declares to be in- 
defensible. 


He scoffs 
at 
Cook's 
astronomical 


data,- especially the observation which 
he claims to have taken within 1,418 
feet of the pole. 


"He Is, Indeed, a marvelous trav- 


eler," declares Mr. Wellman. "who can 
average 15.6 miles per day for more 
than a month over sea Ice with heavy 
sledges, and a marvelous astronomical 
obaerver who "can locate his position 
within 1,400 feet—four minutes' walk— 
and then 'advance' for the purpose ol 
locating It more closely still." 


'Anyone.who knows nautical astron- 


omy," he adds, "can sit down in An- 
notolc or Brooklyn.or anywhere with a 
nautical almanac by his side and con- 
struct latitude observations at will. 


, "Cook's is to the trained eye and 
ear a story o£ a counterfeit present- 
ment, precisely such a story as one 
might pen during a leisurely journey 
along the coasts 
of-the 
gamelands, 


using the Incidents thereof to aid the 
imagination in a deliberate transfer d 
the scene bf action some hundreds o 
miles further north."
